WASHINGTON (AP)—The So- 
viet Uuion may be building 
atomic-powered submarines at 
a rate of seven to IO a year, 
U.S. sources estimate.

WASHINGTON (AP) — After 
49 days of talk in the civil 
rights debate, the Senate finally 
reaches the voting stage today 
on one of the dozens of amend 
ments pending to the bitterly 
disputed bill.

Presidents have been coming 
to t h e quietly elegant Carlyle 
Hotel,

New York White House, since 
the Harry S. Truman adminis­ 
tration. 
And toe hotel insists no one 
gets excited when word is re­ 
ceived that the chief executive 
is arriving. 
“There is little very little we 
have to do, everything is so 
well-organized,” said Samuel B. 
Lewis, Carlyle general manager 
and vice president. “We could 
be ready on an hour's notice.” 
One reason is that after the 
President leaves, the presiden­ 
tial suite is cleaned and sealed, 
then no one is allowed inside it. 
Little 
preparation is needed 
when he returns. 
President Truman’s daughter 
Margaret, lived at the Carlyle 
for a time before she was mar­ 
ried and then the President him­ 
self began staying there when 
to New York. 
The late President John F 
Kennedy stopped at the Carlyle 
both before and after he became 
president and a special presi­ 
dential suite with switchboard 
and direct lines to Washington 
was installed three years ago. 
Now President Johnson has 
apparently decided to make the 
hotel his regular New York resi­ 
dence. 
In between presidential visits, 
and sometimes at the same time 
the 500-room hotel to a relative­ 
ly quiet section at Madison 
Avenue a n d 76th Street h a s 
played host to kings, prime 
ministers, heads of state and 
others high to all walks of life. 
When a president arrives, 
Lewis, a red - haired, genial 
native of Texas, greets him in 
front of the botel and escorts 
him to his suite. Lewis also 
walks outside to say goodby 
when the president leaves. 
I think the one thing the 
three presidents have had to 
common is that you hardly 
knew they were in the building” 
Lewis said. “They have been no 
bother at all and never made 
any special requests.” 
A White House staff of gen­ 
erally 14 to 18 persons—not in­ 
cluding Secret Service agents— 
accompanies a president. They 


are quartered near toe presi­ 
dential suite. Security is, of 
course, to the hands of the 
Secret Service and Lewis said he 
has no knowledge of what pre­ 
cautions are taken. 
No extra hotel personnel is 
hired for a presidential visit and 
the hotel’s normal activities are 
not disturbed. 
The reason for the hotel's suc­ 
cess, Lewis believes, is that it 
takes great interest to what the 
guests like and dislike and they 
“come back because they feel 
they are known.” 
About 65 per cent of the guests 
are permanent residents. 
Rooms are spacious, all with 
serving pantries and foyers, and 
double rooms rent from $24 to 
$35 a day. 
Suites of two to five rooms 
are from $45 to $200.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
— The 
two sorest points in American 
foreign policy now are the dilap­ 
idated condition of the war in 
South Viet Nam and Fidel Cas­ 
tro’s continued survival in Cuba. 
The Republicans will make 
them major talking points un­ 
less these conditions change be­ 
fore the presidential campaign. 
They’re already doing it. 
If the opposite happened—the 
Vietnamese war improved or 
Castro fell—President Johnson’s 
political chances would take a 
great leap forward. He has a 
stake in both. 
For this reason, while Viet 
Nam remains unchanged, spe­ 
cial interest fastens on rum­ 
blings now heard that Cuban ex­ 
iles are planning some action 
^gainst Castro. 
The Republicans didn’t solve 
the Vietnamese war although 
they had a try at it. This coun­ 
try poured aid into South Viet 
Nam through President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower’s last four years. 
They had two years under 
Eisenhower to try their luck 
with Castro who took charge in 
Cuba at the beginning of 1959. 
He remained calmly unbudged. 
The Democrats didn’t do any 
better. They had more than 
three years under the adminis­ 
trations of President John F. 
Kennedy and Johnson to win in 
Asia and eliminate Castro. 
But the Republicans are now 
in effect calling the Democrats 
namby-pamby on Cuba and Asia 
and demanding action while re­ 
maining vague on what kind. 
The Democrats would escape 
the burden of having to explain 
if somehow they could find 
some solutions or make the Re­ 
publicans share their burden. 
They did manage to get Hen­ 
ry Cabot Lodge, who could wind 
up being the Republican presi­ 
dential candidate, involved in 
Viet Nam by making him the 
American 
ambassador 
there. 
.But ho can’t do anything by 
himself. He can only recom­ 
mend. 
It’s doubtful Johnson can find 
a Vietnamese victory without

far more direct American in­ 
volvement than Democrats or 
Republicans 
have 
wanted 
to 
risk, since war with Red China 
could follow. 
So the Vietnamese problem 
may drag on unchanged. But 
that’s far away. Cuba and Cas­ 
tro, being closer, are more pain­ 
ful in some ways. 
This government got burnt in 
1961 when Kennedy backed the 
disastrous invasion of Cuba by 
Cuban exiles but wouldn’t sup­ 
port them 
when 
they 
were 
smashed on the beaches. The 
whole business was a fiasco and 
a national embarrassment. 
The United States not only 
hasn't tried 
anything similar 
since but even stopped the ex­ 
iles from using this country as 
a base for raids on Cuba. It 
tried to content itself by trying 
to ruin Castro by a boycott on 
trade with him. 
This hasn’t been successful, 
either, because the Allies ignore 
the boycott and keep on selling 
to him. 
Now come rumors that the ex­ 
iles are going to use some

Latin-Ainerican country as a 
base for trying to destroy Cas­ 
tro through raids or sabotage 
or harassments. That may take 
some doing, if they try it. 
No matter how much the 
Johnson administration denied 
any complicity in this, the rest 
of the world would probably be 
unconvinced.

Q—As the widow of a w a r 
veteran, will I forfeit my VA 
Pension if I remarry? 
A—Your pension will cease 
when you remarry. However, if 
you have any children u n d e r 
18 by your deceased veteran 
husband, t h e y will continue 
to receive VA benefits despite 
your remarriage. 
Q-My Army 
discharge 
has 
been lost. Will the VA furnish 
me a duplicate? 
A—The VA, No. However, one 
can be secured from the Depart­ 
ment of the Army. 
Q-When my National Service 
Life Insurance Endowment po­ 
licy reaches the end of the pre­ 
mium payment period, may I 
receive monthly payments for 
the rest of my life? 
A-No, you cannot. However, 
you may choose a lump sum 
settlement, or payments over 
a period of three months to 240 
months in equal installments. 
Q-I am going into a VA hos­ 
pital! in a few days.

Viol eros Resume 
Ballad-Singing 


RECIFE, Brazil (AP)—The 
“violeros” are back to toe old 
standby ballads after a brief 
fling at political songfests. 
As in the olden days of their 
supposed colonial origin, 
the 
violeros, or traveling singers, 
once again are spinning simple 
yarns of village life — extolling 
some heroic deed, or sneaking 
in a bit of ripe gossip for what­ 
ever cruzeiros the hat will catch 
from street audiences. As re­ 
cently as the pretransistor era, 
the violeros linked remote vil­ 
lages to neighboring 
current 
events. 
But no more of this "give us 
land and bread—or death" rou­ 
tine in song. Or ballads about 
how great things will be after 
Arraes and Juliano take over. 
The people who paid for that 
kind of music—friends of Gov. 
Miguel Arraes and the Castor­ 
ite peasant leader Francisco 
Juliano—have been taken away. 
The violeros, like the rest of 
northeast 
Brazil’s 
underprivi­ 
leged millions, are about back 
where they were before the 
great reform 
crusade 
began 
here some five years ago. 
There were only a few tears 
among them when the effort 
collapsed with the ouster of the 
Joao Goulart government last 


month. There was little to show 
for it: 
a few graves, some 
catchy 
slogans, 
the 
fading 
memory of a few extra cru­ 
zeiros spent in lively big towns 
like Natal and Recife. 
There were even fewer cheers 
for the new leaders and their 
new order. 
The indifference is a product 
of old disenchanments. It seems 
there’ve been as many prom­ 
ises as there are people in this 
poor corner of Brazil’s north­ 
east.

LONDON (AP) — Sen. J. W. 
Fulbright, D-Ark., said Tuesday 
his mail is running 4-1 in sup­ 
port of a Senate speech in which 
ha criticized U. S. government 
policy on Cuba. 
This was his call March 25 for 
acceptance of Fidel Castro’s 
Communist regime. Ha urged 
abandonment of the American 
boycott “because it has failed” 
and ruled out two alternatives— 
invasion and blockade—on the 
ground

dangers of nuclear war. 
“The volume of letters Is be­ 
yond anything I have had in 20 
years’ experience,” Fulbright 
told newsmen. “It—the speech- 
provoked a lot of comment...

“Cuba is a more sensitive 
subject than I had thought. It is 
a matter of great emotional 
concern as well as political and 
military concern.” 
Fulbright added that as long 
as the Castro regime continues 
subversion of its neighbors, he 
does not think the United States 
should trade with Cuba. 


CAIRO (AP) — Ex - King 
Farouk’s royal railway carriage 
has been polished up to carry 
Soviet

Khrushchev 
around Egypt when he arrives 
this weekend for a visit, 
couple of gingerbread palaces 
have also been prepared for his 
stay.

American friend.

in Ohio’s primary election. 
Supreme Court Judge Griffith, 
seeking to finish out the unex­ 
pired term to which he was ap­ 
pointed, scored an impressive 
victory in nailing down the 
Democratic nomination. 
Schneider, who trailed most 
of the night behind Robert L. 
Harrington, a Van Wert Muni­ 
cipal Court judge, took com­ 
mand in late tabulations to 
emerge victorious in one of the 
tighest statewide races in the 
election. 
Both will seek the unexpired 
term ending Dec. 31, 1966, in 
the November election. Four 
high court seats are up for 
grabs in the November ballot­ 
ing, but there was no primary 
contest for three of them. 
Griffith served as a judge for 
32 years before his appointment 
to the high court bench two 
years ago by then Gov. Mich­ 
ael V. DiSalle. 
Incomplete and unofficial re­ 
turns from 11,491 of 13,311 poll­ 
ing places showed Griffith witl 
326,655 votes, compared witn 
109,049 for Merrill Davis Broth­ 
ers, 50-year-old chairman of the 
State Board of Tax Appeals. 
Schneider polled 205,263 votes, 
compared with 175,856 for Har­ 
rington and 127,370 for Marshall 
M. Carlisle. Carlisle, 54, of 
Jackson, is judge of the 
4th 
District Appeals Court. 
The three other incumbents 
whose seats are up for election 
had no opponents in the pri­ 
mary.

$500 Million 
Highway Bond 
Issue Is Old 


Special Session 
Of Legislature

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Ohio voters plumped solidly for 
a $500-million highway bond is­ 
sue Tuesday. The winning total 
was about 65 per cent. Only two 
counties, Fayette and Paulding, 
opposed it.

Voters approved his $250-million 
request for higher education and 
other purposes last November 
The governor said he will con 
fer soon with legislative leaders 
on the date for a special ses­ 
sion of the General Assembly 
to pass laws needed to put the 
constitutional amendment in ef­ 
fect. 
The special session probably

Both Rhodes and the Com­ 
mittee for Highway Progress 
thanked the voters and expres­ 
sed belief approval of the bond 
issue will help Ohio’s industrial 
growth.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-Rep. 
Robert Taft. Jr., son of the late 
“Mr. Republican,” and Demo­ 
cratic incumbent Stephen M. 
Young hurdled the civil rights 
issue to clinch senatorial nom­ 
inations in Ohio’s primary. 
Ted W. Brown, secretary of 
•state and a veteran vote getter, 
banked on his civil rights op­ 
position in a sharp clash with 
Taft for the Republican nomina 
lion but failed to carry a single 
county in Tuesday’s voting. 
“The results indicate that the 
civil rights issue perhaps was 
not as important as Mr. Brown 
thought,” Taft said in a victory 
statement. 
Young’s nomination was un­ 
intentionally challenged by ail­ 
ing Marine Lt. Col. John H. 
Glenn, who withdrew from the 
race too late to have his name 
removed from the ballot. 
Glenn, first American to or­ 
bit the earth, drew “therapy ’ 
support, 
but Young outvoted 
him by more than 2-1. 
Taft’s ratio over Brown was 
more than 3-1. 
Brown asserted in his free- 
swining campaign that the civil 
rights bill pending in Congress 
“would ultimately saddle every 
citizen in Ohio with trouble 
making hordes from the attor 
ney general’s office delving into 
the lives of individuals, the con­ 
duct of businesses . . . and into 
the a d m i n I s tration of our 
schools.” 
Taft took pride in his support 
of the bill in the House. 
“While I’m not claiming it is 
perfect,” Taft said, “I agree 
with every title of the bill. 
“Ohio has employment and 
public accommodation laws that 
are stronger than those in the 
civil rights bill in Congress.” 
Young, citing co - sponsorship 
of the measure, termed the is­ 
sue of “guaranteeing first-class 
citizenship for all Americans” 
the most important in the na­ 
tion. 
“The federal government can 
not remain neutral or be a mere 
onlooker,” the senator said. “It 
rn ul t extend the assurances of 
our constitution, declaration of 
independence and heritage of 
freedom to all Americans.” 
The peppery 75-year-old Youn 
immediately girded for a show 
down with Taft in the Novembei 
general election. He accused the 
Republicans of making his U.S 
Senate seat their No. I target 
nationally. 
“I welcome this challenge,” 
he said, adding Ohioans had a 
clear-cut choice “between a gen­ 
eral supporter of the Johnson- 
Kenncdy program and a gen­ 
eral opponent.”

said “there cannot be any com 
promise on civil rights.”

Methodist 
Church law saying persons of 
any race are eligible to worship 
or hold membership in any 
Methodist church. 
Bishop John Owen Smith of 
Atlanta, Ga., said the key word 
is 
“eligible.” 
He 
said 
that 
doesn’t mean persons of any 
race must necessarily be ad­ 
mitted to any Methodist church. 
Bishop James K. Mathews of 
Boston, said it is his feeling that 
Methodist churches are under a 
“compulsion of faith” to abide 
by the intent of the law and 
thus are obligated to throw open 
their doors to everyone. 
The church’s general confer­ 
ence, holding its quadrennial 
meeting in Pittsburgh’s Civic 
Arena, adopted the new law 
Tuesday night. Approval came 
on a show of hands and without 
debate. 
The law reads: “The Method­ 
ist Church is a part of the 
church universal. Therefore, all 
persons, without regard to race, 
color, natural origin, or eco­ 
nomic condition, shall be eligi­ 
ble to attend its worship serv­ 
ices, to participate in its pro 
grams, and to be admitted into 
its 
membership anywhere in 
the connection.” 
Bishop Smith was asked to 
give his interpretation of it. 
He said: “All people are el- 
gible. Eligible means they are 
free lo go and should be admit­ 
ted. I don’t know if that makes 
it binding on them to be let in.” 
If a person would be kept out 


of a church, the bishop added, 
it would not be a matter of pre­ 
judice but a matter of custom, 
particularly in the South. 
Bishop Mathews said 
it ap­ 
peared to him it is the responsi­ 
bility of pastors to see that 
•he intent of the new law is ful­ 
filled. But the job of enforce­ 
ment would fall to bishops if 
disputes arose, he said.
